TRAGIC SUICIDE 
OF FERNIE MINER 


Considered he was Joking. 
Died This Morning. 


Fernie, B.C., April 30—A miner 
named Sandy Alexander committed 
suicide here last night by drinking 
laudanum. No cause is assigned for 
the rash act. He was in a hotel and 
was asked by friends to take a drink. 
He replied that he had just done so 
and pointed to a laudanum bottle 
in his hand. His triends thought he 
was joking and took no notice of the 
statement until he fell heavily to the 
floor a few minutes later. Doctors 
were called later on and worked over 
the unfortunate man ‘for three or four 
hours, but their efforts failed and he 
expired early this morning.

SEED CAMPAIGN 


Among Farmers of West This 
Summer. Result of Confer- 
ence of Government Experts 


W. ©. McKillican, of the B8ceds 
branch of the Department of Agricul- 
ture for the Dominion, and director 
of the seed laboratory at Calgary, is 
in the city to-day. He came in from 
Winnipeg over the C.N.R., and says | 


that the season is further advanced | 


in Alberta than in Manitoba or Sas- 
katchewan. 

While in Winnipeg Mr. McKillican | 
conferre! with Mr. J. Bracken, ot) 
Winnipeg, and Harris McFadyen, ot 
Regina, with a view to instituting a 
pure seed campaign among the farm- 
ers of the west this summer, 

Questioned as to the work of the 
seed laboratory in Calgary, Mr 
Killican said it was being enthusias- 
tically patronized by the farmers ot 
the province mainly in having the 
vitality of their seed grain tested. U; 
to the present time over 700 samples 
of seed grain had been tested, and re- 
ported on aor farmers. 

This is the first time seed testing 
has been held by the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture outside the Ci‘ 
of Ottawa The tests are made for 
purity and vitality or germinating 
power of the seed.

For the encouragement of pure 
seed it is planned to carry on a se- 
ries of field competitions. To encour- 
age the practice of growing seed for | 
next years’ crop separate from the 
main crop, using only the best ob- 
tainable seed, sowing on the cleanest 
and best prepared land, allowing it 
to thoroughly ripen and threshing 
and storing separately; to obtain 
pure grain, ie., free from other va- 
rieties, the presence of which can be 
detected when the grain is growing; 
to encourage the use of seed from 
mote the sowing of seed from clean, 
that have proven their worth; to pro- | 
with bright, stiff straw; to encourage 
heavy yielding strains of varieties 
vigorous crops of uniform stand and | 
careful and intelligent farming, and} 
the production of grain free from | 
weed seeds. | 

The awards will be made by judges | 
selected and supplied by the seed 
branch of the Dominion. 

The following will be the scale used 
for judging: 

Suitability of variety, 10 points. | 

Freedom from weeds, 25 points. 

Freedom from other varieties and 
other kinds of grain, 20 points. 

Freedom from attack from smut, 
rust and insects, 15 pointa. 

ot vigorous growth, uniform in size 
of head, in stiffness of straw, in atage 
of ripeness, and giving a promise of a 
large yield, 30 points. 

Each agricultural society may hold 
a competition either for wheat or 
oats, 

Prizes amounting to at least $100 
shall be offered by each society hold- 
ing a competition. Where only this 
amount is offered it ahall be divided 
as follows: First prize, $40; second 
prize, $30; third prize, $20, and fourth 
prize, $10. Where more than $100 is 
offered an additional prize may be 
added for each $25 added to the prize 
money. 

Fields entered for competition shall 
consist of 10 acres in a block and 
must be staked out or otherwise 
plainly separated previous to the 
judges arrival. 

None but paid-up members of the 
agricultural society holding the com- 
petition shall be permitted to com- 

te 


pete. 

Each comeptitor shall be allowed to 
make one entry only, and no one 
shall be allowed to enter more than 
ane competition in one year. 

At the conference just closed it was 
decided to suggest to the various ag- 
ricultural societies the desirability of 
having percent of germination 
taken into consideration in the udg- 
ing of seed at the seed grain fairs, 
and also of having a class at seed 
grain fairs for grain that obtained a 
certain standing in the 10 acre field 
competitions. One of the great ad- 
vantages of these competitions is the 
easy way with which the purity of 
seed can be seen in the large plot.

UNIVERSITY OF ALBERTA. 
The attention of all university grad- 
uates residing in the Province is dir- 
ected to the bags ow, A Act of 1906 
ned re for the establishment and 
ncorporation of a University for the 
Province of Alberta. Specia! atten- 
tion is drawn to Sections 8, 9 and 10 
of the Act in question, which pro- 
vides for the first convocation of the 

University: 

Section 8 is as follows: “The first 
convocation of the University ‘shall 
consist of all graduates of any uni- 
versity in His Majesty’s Dominions 
having the degrees Bachelor or 
Master of Arts, Bachelor, Licentiate 
or Doctor of Law or of Civil Law, 
Bachelor or Doctor of Medicine. 
elor or Master of Science. or Bachelor 
of the Science of Agriculture, and 
raduate of the Royal Military Col- 
lege of Canada, who ‘are actually 
residing in the Province three months 
rior to the first election of the mem- 

ra of the Senate of the University, 
and who at least one month prior ‘to 
the said election register themselves 
as members of such convocation in 
po office of the ‘Provincial Secre- 
ary.” 

Section 10 reads as follows: ‘‘A ro- 
gister shall be kept by the Provincial 
Secretary in which he shall enter the 
names of graduates who are entitled 
to be members of the first convoca- 
tion upon their producing to him sat- 
isfactorv proof of their qualification 
under Section &, and upon due pay- 
ment of the fee of $2, and the entry 
upon the register of the name of any 
person shall be conclusive evidence

The witness here produced the iron 
}about a foot long, flat, and varying

width and about half. an inch in 
thickness; a  broken-backed, blood- 
stained chair, copies of the Bulletin 
and the Journal of April 4th, a tin 
pail, a cap out of which three pieces 
iad been cut for the purpose of 
analysis. 

The chief, continuing, described the 
positions in which each of these ar- 
| ticles had been found and said there 
was blood on the floor, on the chair 
and near where the head was rest- 


ing. 

To Mr. Robertson—“These are all 
the articles taken from the shack that 
I know of. I think Sergt. Tidsbury was 
}at the shack between the 5th and the 
/12th, when I found the iron. An- 
|other man or two were with him at 
the time. Griffiths was also at the 
shack between these dates.” 

The last witness called was H. C. 
Griffiths, who has been doing detec- 
tive work on the case in conjunction 
with the police. He said :— 

I was present when the exhibits 
produced by the chief were discover- 
ed. The iron was found in the bed in 
the northeast corner. The chief then 
took charge of it and later on handed 
it to me. I kept the steel in m 
possession for a time and then hand- 
ed it over to an expert, Dr. Schwab. 
I received it back again and it is now 
in the same condition as when I re- 
ceived it back. I also found the hat 
(produced) and handed it to Dr. 
Schwab, receiving it back again. The 
towel (produced) with blood marks 
upon it I found on the wall. On the 
tin pail, tin basin and tin cup stand- 
ing beside the basin there are appar- 
ent blood stains. I went to the un- 
dertaker and asked to see the clothes 
Wood had on when found. The ay 
thing I took away was the coat_wit 
blood on the back, which I have here 
(produced). 

To Mr. Robertson—“I did not tell 
the undertaker to burn the rest of the 
clothes. He said they had a bad odor 
and I said to do with them whatever 
was the custom. The shack was - 
locked on the 18th and prior to that it 
was only locked by an ordinary key. 
|I handed the steel to the expert on 
|} the day I found it. The shaker is not 
a common one as it is broken. I am 
quite sure the water, both in the basin 
and in the pail, was clear. I was told 
to take those articles to the expert 
by Mr. Cogswell. 

Court then adjourned till this morn- 
ing at 10.30.
